Farmer Who Fought 
Pistol Duel To Get 
Hearing Monday 


Emmett 
Bales, a farmer 
living 
near Lula, will bv arraigned Mon­ 
day morning for preliminary hear­ 
ing before Justices Brown and Fish­ 
er on two charges of assault with 
intent to kill. 
The cases are the 
results of a shooting affray which 
occurred in the depot at 
Lula a 
month ago, in which Bales is said 
to have been the aggressor. 
Because of the fact that the same 
witnesses will be used in both cases 
it is probable that both of the cases 
will be tried at the same time villi 
both of the justices on the bench. 
Fifteen witnesses will be placed on 
the stand by the state, several of 
whom are said to be eye witnesses 
The trial will likely take up most 
of the day. 
John Hall and Joe Johnson, both 
farmers pf the Lula neighborhood. 
claim that 
Bales opened 
fir*- on 
them with a pistol while they w e r e 
in the depot transacting business. 
Hall was shot thrfte times, one bul­ 
let passing through the flesh of his 
left arm. another through his right 
ear, and a third through his left 
foot. Two shots were fired at John­ 
son, neither of which took effect. 
Bales was shot twice in the right 
side before he escaped 
from 
the 
room. He was arrested Hie evening 
of the shooting at Tupelo and was 
brought to Ada and placed in the 
hospital the following day. 
He was 
transferred to the jail a few days 
later when it was discovered that 
his wounds were not dangerous. IL 
was released the same day on bond 
of 12,000 for appearance in each 
cane. 
Neither of Hall’s wounds wore 
dangerous but his injured foot has 
given him considerable trouble.

is now in this city at the home of 
a friend.
